‘The sooner the U.S. admits 
that its policy of trying.to ex- 
@lude Communist China from 
the U-N is bankrupt, the sooner 
something can he done about it. 


At the recent U-N General 
Assembly session, the vote on 
Red China's admission was a 
stunning 47 to 47, with’ 20 ab- 
atentions. Next year the bid to 
gct Peking in the U-N is almost 
«certain to have a majority. 


There is no point in arguing 


the pros and cons of Peking’s 
mimission. The important thing 
is that the majority of the 
world's nations . favor having 
Red China in the world organi- 
zation. The only reason that the 
recent vote was not against the 
U.S. is that many. countries do 
mot want to ruffle Washington's 
feelings, but this situation is not 
dlkely to last. 


‘The great disadvantage of 
America’s Red China U-N policy 
~~ which Canada still supports 
-—- §8 that it not only antagonizes 
many friendly countries, but it 
makes the Red Chinese look like 
martyrs.

By Matly opposing Red Chi- 
a's admission, the U.S. is made 
to be the villain of a plot to 
keep the world’s most populous 
country out of the U-N. Ironical- 
fy. thie policy is not only bad 
prablic relations for Washington,

fact want to be in the U-N. 


An the past, whenever Peking 
fhe kad to comment on the pos- 
mibility of Red China's admis. 
“ion, the Peking regime has 
come up with impossible condi. 
fions such as U-N Charter revi- 
sien, kicking out the imperial 
dats (presumably meaning the

‘charge against Pe- 
king during the Korean war. 


‘But Peking has never flatly 
eome out ageinst U-N member- 
ship because the Red Chinese

@he want them in the UN. 


It is clear why Red China 
does not want to join. First, Pe- 
king would be subjected to a 
sorts of criticism in U-N forums 
about their aggressive policy 
and their pollution of the at- 
mosphere with above-ground 


nuclear tests. Second, the Redd 


Chinese would have to bear a 
big hunk of U-N costs which 
they are certainly not able to do 
because Red China is_ still 


-basically a very poor country 


(despite this, Red China's still 


one of our best buyers of © 
_wheat!), 


In view of the 47-47 vote, now 
would be an excellent time for 
the U.S. to invite Red China to 
join the U-N, but under the fol- 
lowing conditions: 

1. Taiwan be guaranteed a 
seat in‘the U-N General Assem- 
bly with full status as an inde- 
pendent country. 

2. That Red China accept the 
principles of the U-N Charter 
which condemn aggression. 

3. That under no. circum. 
stances will there be a reversal 
of the U-N aggression charges 


‘against Peking during the Ko- 


can war. 


An American offer to let Red 
China come into the U-N under 
these conditions would really be 
taking the bull by the horne 


For the fact is that Communist | 


China has made it clear it will 
accept membership only on it’ 
own terms. It will not sit in the 
U-N alongside representatives of 
‘Nationalist China” —- Taiwan. 

More important, Red China's 
real desire not to join the U-N 
would be unmasked. It is a vir- 
tual certainty that within 24 
hours of the American offer to 
jet Peking in, Red China will 
have announeed it has no inten- 
tion of joining, Thus, in the fu 
ture the U.S. would be spared 
‘he uproar over 47-47 votes anc! 
the villain’s role at the U-N, 

For the fitst time since after 
World War Il, the U.S. is care- 
fully reexamining its relations 
with Communist China.

FIRE PERMITS MAY BE 
OBTAINED FROM 
FIRE WARDENS 


We are again approaching the 
time of the year when uncontrolled 
rgrass and brush fires often result in 


considerable damage to young trees, | 


i fences and buildings. In addition to 
‘the damage, there is also the cost of 


» . fire suppression which must be paid 


' for by the Municipalities or by the 
| Provincial Government. 

Fighting forest fires is an expensive 
jundertaking for ail concerned. In 
| addition to the suppression costs, the 
\damages and loss by fire must also 
is also the 
‘natural or aesthetic values lost which 
lare increasing in importance as more 
Peon are turning to the outdoors 
for recreation. 

Whatever the cost of forest fire 
protection, the records indicate that 
preparedness must be maintained in 
order to keep the losses from forest 
fires to an acceptable minimum. Last 
year there were 1218 fires in the 
Province of which 1016 resulted from 
human causes. In Tweed District

In Ontario the Forest Fires Preven- 
tion Act and Regulations provide the 
[naceevery legistation for forest fire 
'eontrol in the Fire District. Locally 
the Fire District extends to the 
southerly boundaries of the Town- 
ships ‘of Marmora, Huntingdon, 
Hungerford, Sheffield, Hinchinbrooke 
and Bedford. 


Forest Fires Prevention Act, extends 
from April ist to October 31st and 
may be extended if necessary. During 
this period all burning of brush, grass 
or other debris must be covered by 4 
Fire Permit. These are obtainable at 
Forest Ranger Stations and. from 
authorized Fire Wardens in certain 
municipalities. Work permits are re- 
quired for all’ logging, sawmill, road 
construction and similar woods 
operations. Work permit applications

If you plan on burning this spring 
a few DON'Ts to remember. 

1. Don't neglect to obtain your 
permit before burning.

SALMON PROJECT 
REQUIRES THE PUBLIC’S 
CO-OPERATION 


Lake Ontario smelt fishermen may 
be able to make an important con- 
tribution to the Department of Lands 
and Forests salmon introduction pro- 
gram this year. Some of the kokanee 
which were planted last year may 
enter the commercial or sport catches 
this spring and all such specimens 
are of great value to the Department 
biologists who are assessing the 
survival and growth of the salmon. 

Specimens caught may be ‘reported 
to your local conservation officer or 
to the District Lands and Forests 
Offices in Lindsay or in Tweed (tel. 
478-2330) or direct to the Glenora 
Fisheries Research Station at Picton 
(tel. 613-476-2400). 20 

Spotting the salmon among the 
smelt may. require fairly sharp 
Iscrutiny, especially at night. They 
will be small -and silvery like the 
smelt. Unlike the smelt, however, 
ithey have a typical trout appearance 
with a rather blunt snout, and a 
stouter body than the smelt.

There was a very good reason for 
the necessity to keep this fact under 
their’ construction hats. The cut is a 
steep one and the vision of en 
thusiastic rock and fossil hunters 
swarming over the project could have 
turned many a hair gray. In Septem- 
ber of last year, CN revealed the 
fossil find which had been uncovered 
some three years before. The com- 
pany hadn't kept it entirely to itself.

The three ‘methods were outlined 


in a letter to Ontario doctors over 


the signature of Dr. G. W. Mykls of 
Kingston, president of the O.M.A. In 


all instances the doctor’s account will 


be clearly marked: “Pay Patient.” 
The amount of help doctors will 

provide to patients in. recovering 

their O.M.S.LP. benefits will depend 


on several factors, Dr. ‘Mykis said, 
-jncluding the amount of time the 


doctor and his staff are able to 
devote to the increasing volume of 
paper work. However, in all three 
approved methods the patient will be 
able to recover his benefits from 
O.M.S.LP. 

The letter points out that the 
doctor who réceives payment direct 
from O.M.S.LP., even if he sends a 
receipt to his patient, is not dealing 
direetly with the patient. 

Whether doctors accept the benefits 
paid to the patient by O.M.8.1P. 
(90% of the O.M.A. fee schedule) as | 
full. payment for his services “is a 
matter for decision by each individual 
doctor for each individual patient,”

Aside from the start of the 
Canada Pension plan Jan. 1 
(which had been enacted by a 
previous Parliament), little was 
accomplistied. Tedious days 
spent studying estimates were 
broken off only by argumenta- 
tive debate over the case of 
George Victor Spencer. Then

The mood of Parliament, 
when I saw it in action during 
the budget debate, seemed ner- 
vous and uncertain. 

There was, for example, the

has survived arther decade of 
the nuclear aze, set the scene at 
the ‘United Nations in New 
York. 

A Summit. meeting of the 
Great Powers has been called. 
They're all there, along with 
Observers from the rest of the 
world’s hundred-odd nations. 


§{The big, black limousines 
sweep up the curvilrg driveway 
past the flags of the world. The 
chicts of state of the United 
States, the Soviet Union, China, 
step out. But who are they? 

‘sen years ago, in 1956, Lyn- 
«ion Johnson was just a Texas 
senator. Russia’s Leonid Bre- 
ahnev had never been heard of 
by most people. Lester Pearson, 
about to win a Nobel Prize as a 
result of the Suez fiasco, was 
better known around the world 
than either Johnson or Bre- 
ghnev. 

.In another 10 years, these 
men and other world leaders 
will probably have been re- 
moved by death, illness or polit- 
ical change. Who then will! lead 
their countries? 

Based, on an assessment of 
rising political figures in sever- 
al countries, here are some 
suesses as to who they might he. 

UNITED STATES. It wili be 
an election year in 1976, and the 
two contenders could be Robert 
F. Kennedy for the Democrats 
and John Lindsay for the Re- 
publicans. 

Kennedy, who began cam- 
paigning for the White House 
less than a year after his broth- 
er’s death, has been able to 
combine the legacy of his broth- 
«rt with his own forecast for the 
future. He has gone over the 
heads of his party's political 
leaders and to the public (large- 
ly by TV), to sell America on a 
fresh Kennedy Age. 

Lindsay, handsome, wealthy 
like Kennedy, vaulted from the 
House of Representatives into 
the job of mayor of New York, 
the most difficult city in Ameri 
wa to govern. 

At the age of 54 in 1976, he 
has gone on frorn the New York 
job to other political victories, 
and as a Republican liberal, has 
rescued his party from: Goldwa 
terism. 

RUSSIA.

The Chairman of the Council 
of Ministers will be the man 
with power in his grip. 

It could be Dimitri Polyansky, 
bern on the day of the. Russian 
revolution,, November 7, 1917. 
Aged 59 in 1976, he had worked 
himself up to Premier of Russia 
proper — largest of the states 
of the USSR — by 1957 and 
soon,after was elected to the 
PresMdium, now the all-powerful 
Politburo. On Oct. 2, 1965, he be- 
came first deputy premier of 
the Soviet Union. 

Or it could be Alexander She- 
lepin, ex-secret police chief, a 
ruthless, determined Communist 
considered by -many to have 
been the real No. 2 behind Leo- 
nid Brezhnev following the oust- 
er of Nikita Khrushchev. She- 
lepin, also born in 1917, was a 
“boy wonder” of the Soviets and 
had led the Communist youth 
organization, Konsomel. 

CANADA. By 1976, Canada 
will have 24 million people. Its 
economy will probably be tied 
more closely to the U.S. than 
ever, and .French-English fric- 
tion will be partly overcome by 
rising living standards. 

A dominating personality of 
the 1970s could be Liberal John 
‘furner, a bright Montreal law- 
yer, one-time escort of Princess 
Margaret, and a quiet spokes. 
man of the ‘new wave’ Quebec 
Liberals. An English Canadian 
in Quebec. he would be a logical 
successor to a French-speaking 
Liberal leader who might have 
replaced Lester Pearson. 

His chief opponent could be 
Tory bloodhound Erik Nielsen, 
who won prominence by expos- 
ing graft and crime. As carly as 
1965, Mr. Nielsen was being 
asked to leave his Yukon and 
move to a more populous part of 
the country in order to build a 
stronger power base fof future 
leadership hopes. 

CHINA, An enigma in 1976 as 
much as in?i966, China will be 
nearing the billion "nark in pop- 
ulation, a highly-industrialized, 
closely-knit nation. Its leader 
could be the now. almost un- 
known Hsino Hua, 61 in 1976,
